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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Prior art rejection of claims 1-6 under 35 USC 102(b) and 103; 
in view of Matsumoto et al and Chevalier et al are withdrawn. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Saffrin et al (US 4,868,31 1 , 1 989), for the reason of record as set forth in the office action mailed on 09/09/08. The 
applicant argues that Saffrin et al does not teach detecting DNA on interphase chromosomes in intact cells. However this is found not 
persuasive because Saffrin clearly teaches a lymphocyte proliferation assay, wherein the BPsor was added to a mix population of cells 
(having cells containing interphase chromosomes). Therefore the lymphocyte population of prior art of record represent cells at various 
cells cycle stages, that inherently included cells having "interphase chromosomes". "[I]n considering the disclosure of a reference, it is 
proper to take into account not only specific teachings of the reference but also the inferences which one skilled in the art would reasonably 
be expected to draw therefrom." In re Preda, 401 F.2d 825, 826, 159 USPQ 342, 344 (CCPA 1968). In addition, if the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a 
manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 
(CCPA 1963). Thus given the broadest reasonable interpretation, the cited art clearly anticipates the invention as claimed. 
Similarly, claim 4-6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Saffrin et al (US 4,868,31 1 , 1 989) as applied to 
claims 1-3 above, and further in view of Chevalier et al (J Histochem. Cytochem. 45(4):481-91, 1997) for the reason of record as set forth in 
the office action mailed on 09/09/08 and as stated above. 
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
